Two Killed by Zeppelins. 
Two persons, were killed and sixteen 
° injured.in last night’s air raid, during 
which a Zeppelin was brought down. 
The following official report of the raid 
Was given out today: 

“Last night’s air raid was carmied 
out by two enemy airships. One ajrship 
crosaed the Kentish coast at about 2 
am. and dropped six bombs on a coast 

town. According to the latest police re- 
ports, two persons were killed, sixteen 

were injured, and a large number of 
houses were damaged. 

“The second raider attacked the east 
coast town of West Anglia at 2:30 a. m. 
Tt was heavily shelled by guns of the 

_antiéaircraft defense and driven off. It 
is probable it was damaged by gunfire. 
Shortly afterward this raider, after 
dropping a number of bombs in open 
places, was engaged and brought down 
in flames by a pilot of the Royal Flying 
corps. The airship was destroyed.

Thousands See Destruction. 

A dispatch from an east coast town 
persons wit- 
nessed the destruction of the Zeppelin. 

The attack by anti-aircraft guns on the 

dirigible lasted fully half an hour and

When the black object drifting «cross 
the sky from the southeast to the north- 
west was seen to burst into flames the 
spectators cheered ‘tumultuously. Pe- 
destrians and cyclists dashed off in the 
direction of the fallen airship, but owing 
to the unexpectedly long distance few 
succeeded in locating the Zeppelin, which 
‘fell a few miles from the coast. It had 
been ‘first winged by a land gun and 
was then finished by an airplane, which 
the Zeppelin fought | to the last with her 
guns. 

- Entire Crew Killed. 
<..»%Me dirigible dropped in a field of corn, 
| far from any habitation, and was com- 
pletely destroyed. All of the crew were 
killed and their bodies badly charred. 
- Some of the men appeared to have 
jumped from the doomed airship. Doc- 
tors hurried to the spot, but their serv- 
fees were needless. 

The British airman who attacked the 
Zeppelin descended near by unhurt. Ac- 
cording to the story of an inspector who 
witnessed the affair, searchlights 
enabled him to follow the movements of 
the Zeppelin and the attacking airman. 
The Zeppelin twisted and turned in an 
attempt to escape or beat the airplane 
off, and the machine gunfire of the 

_Mrigible was heard distirfctly. Present- 
~ ly another airman came upon the scene, 
and the Zeppelin continued to zigzag in 
an endeavor to head out to sea. But 
the first airman held to his quarry and 
within a few minutes the end came.

PARIS, June 17.—"For your great 
services to France I am ordered by 
the president of the republic to present 
to you his sincere thanks and this sym- 
bol of appreciation and esteem from the 
people of France."

Accompanied by Her Mother. 

The presentation occurred without an- 
mnouncement on Thursday, when Miss 
Gassette, accompanied by her mother, 
the widow of Norman T. Gassette of 
Chicago, was summoned to the min- 
istry of war. The two American women 
were ushered past the guards into the 
office of the department head, who 
made the presentation in the presence of 
@ number of officers. 

Following his speech of presentation, 
M. Godart, after the French custom; 
kissed Miss Gassette once on each 
cheek. 

Miss Gassette won the decoration for 
her ingenious creative work in the con- 
struction of mechanical appliances for 
the correction of afflictions among the 
wounded soldiers.

TUBERCULOSIS THRIVES ON 
WAR. 


information which comes from 
abroad is that the warring coun- 
tries are satisfactorily controlling 
all forms of preventable diseases 
except_tuberculosis and venereal dis- 
eases. In Belgium the tuberculosis 
death rate is nearly double that before 
the war. Dr. Biggs reports that |! 
France there are 450,000 soldiers inca- 
pacitated by wounds and a like num- 
ber incapacitated by tuberculosis. Based 
upon Dr. Biggs’ report the interna- 
tional health commission has recently 
sent Dr. Livingston Farrand to France 
to help out the situation. “ 

Based upon experiences in previous 
wars we can safely predict that our 
troops in this war will be incapacitated 
from disease more than from bullets, in 
spite of the improvement in methods of 
disease prevention, It will also be safe 
to predict that tuberculosis will in- 
crease among soldiers, sailors, and ci- 
villians. Just the amount of increase 
wil depend upon the effort that is made 
to hold it In check. 

Dr. George T. Palmer, president of tho 
Illinois Tuberculosis society, proposes 
the following program as one that is 
necessary if we are to escape the in- 
crease in consumption that the Buro- 
pean combatants have felt and are feel- 
ing: 

1. There must be ful appreciation of 
the Importance of tuberculosis in war 
by the military and civil authorities,

edge of Scandinavian affairs and condl- 
tions of every kind, his brother Rob 
ert, who now succeeds to his peerage 
as sixth baron, is a member of the bar 
and has been serving his country at Sea 
for the last three years as an assistant 
paymaster of the royal navy. 

He is unmarried and has two younger 
brothers left in the line of succession 
to the honors, the youngtst of them all, 
Leopold, having lost his life In 1914 as a 
lieutenant of the royal navy in a sub- 
marine disaster.

The fortunes of Lord Abinger’s family 
were founded by Robert Scarlett, a Ja- 
maica planter, who acquired great 
wealth In the West Indies. His son 
James was a celebrated lawyer who was 
raised to the peerage as Lord Abinger 
in 1835 on his elevation to the bench as 
chief baron or presiding justice of the 
Court of the Exchequer. 

A granduncle of the new peer was Gen. 
Sir James Scarlett, leader of the charge 
of the heavy brigade at Balaklava, a 
feat extolled by Tennyson in the folks 
lowing lines: 

** Rode like victors and lords 

Through the forest of lances and 

swords 

Into the heart of the Russian hordes."

CARROT CULTURE. 
Carrots are easily grown on any fairly 
well drained soil that is well cultivated 
and thoroughly enriched. They are 
practically free from disease and insect 
depredations. 
The smallest varieties, French Forcing 
and Early Scarlet Horn, can be sown in 
the garden as early in spring as the 
ground is workable, say between April 
15 and May 20, maturing in June. About 
six weeks can be gained by raising them 
in the hotbed, sowing early tn March. 
In the garden, sow in drills one-half 
inch deep, about two seeds to the inch, 
eight to ten inches between rows. On 
the four foot back yard bed, they 
should be sown midway between’ rows 
of ether vegetables that are one foot 
apart, thus making alternating rows 
every six inches. They may be thinned 
out, when three inches high, to a dis- 
tance of two inches apart.

The half-long vurieties, Chantenay 
and Danvers Half-Long (the latter the 
most popular of garden varieties) may 
be sown from the middle of April till 
(this year) June 23. Cultural methods 
are like those of the smaller varieties. 
Chantenay grows to a length of about 
four inches, and is thinned out to three 
or four inches apart; Danvers Half- 
Long to a length of seven inches, two 
or three inches, in eter at the top, 
and is thinned out to about five inches 
apart in the row.
